THE OHIO’ SCANDAL. 


The Election Frauas of Ohio’ Under In- 
vestigaiion, 

Wasninoton, December 17.—The Springer 
sub-committee to investigate Marshal Wright, 
of Cincinnati, began business here to-day. 
Dr. RK. B. Bradford, a resident of Cincinnati, 
temporarily. in Washington, testified that he 
witnessed a serious riot in Plum street dis- 
trict, but could not tell who were the ag- 
greseors. There were great numbers of per- 
sons in the city who were strangerg there. 
‘There were a great many unemployed negroes 


‘etanding around the streets, and he was told

that they were Kentuoky negroes. 

Frank P. Morgan, a newspaper reporter of 
Washington, testified to being in Cincinnati 
on election day. He remained nearly all day 
pear the United State’s marshal’s 
office. He SAW several men 
from Washington there, acting as deputy mar- 
shals and wearing metal badges. Three of 
these he named. The witness paid them a 
social callin the evening, and they produced 
the bull-dog pistols, which were a part of their 
equipment. They got their instructions from 
Lot Wright first and were afterward drilled 
by Pension Detective Rathbone. Rathbone, 
it was generally understood, had charge of the 
imported talent--the' gentlemen who had 
been summoned by the republican national 
committee to Cincinnati, as they said, to see 
a fair count. One of the gentlemen, whom he 
bad named, told him that there had 
been over 2,400 deputy marshals appoint- 
ed. The witness visited the voting 
precinetin the fourth ward and saw a good 
deal of fighting. The deputy marshals ap- 
peared to be overbearing, insolent and insult- 
ing. They were hard looking characters, and 
ecemed to be selected from the worst classes. 
This seemed to be a black ward, from the great 
preponderance of colored men there, who went 
around sWinging pistols as the policeman 
would swing his billy. The efforts of the 
deputy marshals tended rather to break the 
peace than to keep it. A week before the 
election there had been a convention of colored 
Odd Feliows in Cincinnati, and the witness 
met a prominent Georgia celored man, named 
Piedger, who told him that while he was in city 
ostensibly to attendthe convention, his real 
object was to carry the election. Inreply toa 
question by Van Alstyne, witness said he 
believed that 99 out ofevery 100 of these dep- 
uty marshals were roughs. They looked dis-

THE POLAR WAVE} 


The Coldest Weather Knowa in Years—Ina- 
tense Destitution. 

Cuicaco, December 17.—Reports from all 
points throughout the west and northwest in- 
dicate the severest weather yet experienced. 
Trains over all the lines are more or less de- 
layed, and west of the Mississippi the snow 
storms now ail threaten to cause very 
serious blockades. The polar wave extends 
as far south as St. Louis, and heavy snow 
storms and blizzards are reported throughoat 
lowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Dakota and 
Montana as far west as the Rocky mountains. 
In this city the thermometer has 
ranged 2 to 7 degrees’ below zero 
throughout the entire day. The coldest point 
this morning, according to the signal service, 
vas Duluth. The temperature registered there 
was seventeen degrees below. The cold wave 
is traveling eastward. East of Duluth it will 
now grow colder and the west warmer. The 
relief agencies in this city presented a pitiable 
spectaciec early this morning. The applica- 
tions for relief were unusually large, and ac- 
cording to the report of the county agent want 
and suffering are considerably greater than 
has been known before in-years. Eighteen 
hundred destitute families are now upon the 
books of the county agent. The agent of the 
Chicago relief and aid society says that the

BOURBONS AGAIN. 

We regret to see that our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Boston Herald, continues to 
send all bourbon democrats to the rear.

ATLANTA'S MODESTY. 

The government erected in Atlantaa very 
comfortable public building, but the entire 
appropriation was only $272,794. The city 
gave the site. And yet we had a pop- 
ulation of about 40,000. Austin, with a 
population of only 10,960 got a building thit 
cost $156,000; Columbia, South Carolina, 
which is about as large as the fourth ward, 
secured a building that cost $409,034; Coy- 
ington, Kentucky, with 29,720 people, a 
building that cost $305,000; Evansville, with 
-U,2t0 people, a building that exhausted an 
appropriation of $340,000. Knoxville takes 
the cake, however, for on a population of 
U,693 she drew on the treasury to the extent 
of $/88.814. Parkersburg, West Virginia, is 
not far behind the East Tennessee town, 
where on a population of 6,582 the govern- 
ment expended ona public building $243,009. 
Raleigh, North Carolina, is another enter- 
prising town. The town only contains 9,265 
prope, but that fact did not deter the goy- 
ernment from putting $343,057 on a_post- 
(fice. Springfield, Lilinois, on a population 
of 19.743, ron up a bill of $319,409 on ac- 
count of a public building. Trenton, New 
Jersey, consumed $410,000, and Utica, New 
York. $415,500. Neither has a population 
equa) to Atlanta’s, or one-quarter of our 
tributary territory.

room. The burning dress cast its light through 
the transom over the door, and knowing that 
sometbing was wrong, Mr. and Mrs. Schrimper 
ran into Mrs. Berron’s room.

A MIDNIGHT BATTLE 


MOONSHINERS aNDO REVENUEMEN 
AT WAR. 


A Furilade that Las'ed Several Bours and Finally 
Wourd Up Witha Pitched Battle in Which 
Iwoken Were Kill:4 Outright — Tho 
Moti Thrilling Event on Record. 


Night before last about twelve o'clock a wild 


and broken section of Hall county, on the 
Testatee river, and known as the Bark creek 
settlement, was the scene of the most thrilling 
battle that has occurred in Georgia since Lee 


surrendered. For a skirmish in times of 


peace it stands unexcelled in interest, and the 
results were as fatal as the recital must be 
exciting. For nearly twenty-four hours the 
excitement lasted, and two dead and several 
wounded was the summing up when the trag- 
edy was over. 

The Bark Creek settlement is about twelve 
miles northwest of Gainesville. Once a bar- 
room was there and one or two stores, but the 
barroom exists no longer. The law ground 
for the district is Bark Camp, and there the 
tem ple of justice rears its humble walls. One of 
the most noted citizens of this settlement was 
Anderson Grant, a giantin size and strength, 
and desperate and fearless im whatever he 
chose to do. 

Grant owned an illicit distillery, which was 
hidden away in oneof the gulclies of the Bark 
Camp district. In the locality lived a young 
man, named Prater, a cousin of Alf Prater, 
the 

“MOUNTAIN WONDER” PEDESTRIAN, 
who, in last June, ran six hours in a walking 
match here without stopping. Alf Prater isa 
revenue scout. His consin led him through 
the bypaths of the Bayk Camp country, and 
pointed out the illicit’distillery of Anderson 
Grant.

All the men were armed as they started 
duwn the road in the direction in which the 
moonshiners were known to be.

The moonshiners were firing pistols, cursing 
end swearing, and by the flashes of the pistols 
the white horse could be seen. Attera lew 
moments there was a sudden volley of pistol 
shets fired m concert, and the horse was heard 
to go crashing through the woods.

The fight was terrific: for several minutes, 
but at last ended with the Gaston party the 
victors. 

The bodies of the dead men were left in the 
woods and the officers struck out for town, ar- 
riving at Gainesville at daybreak. 

MINOR ESTES’ STORY. 

Minor Estes was found to have reached 
Gainesville. He stated that soon after he was 
left with the wagon the moonshiners came 
upon him and gave him a terrible beating, 
cut the horse out and took 
possession of him. Young Estes 
saysthey then were preparing to hang him 
with a buggy line when he broke away and 
ran two miles without stopping. He then 
came upen a wagon and was carried safely into 
Gainesville, 

The young men is a nephew of Judge Cates 
of Gainesville.
